Low Railway Rates 


For War Veterans 


Arrangements Made by Officers of 
Civil Re-establishment With 
Railway Companies “ 

Ottawa, — Arrangements have been 
made by the information and service 
branch of the department of soldiers’ 
civil re-establishment, by which men 
secking employment who have to go 
to some other place than that where 
they live in order to start work, will 
get cheap railway fares to any part of 
Canada, Two conferences were held 
by Major L. L. Anthes, director, and 
T. A, Stevenson, assistant director of 
the information and service branch 
with the general passenger agents of 
all Canadian railways, resulting in the 
new arrangement which is now effec- 
tive, 

Under the new scheme, if a man 
has to go to some other city to work, 
he will begiven a certificate at one 
of the returned soldiers’ government 
employment offices, which will en- 
title him to cheap railway fare. The 
fare up to 116 miles remains as at 
present, four dollars. Up to four 
hundred miles the fare will remain 
at four ddllars, or one cent a_ mile, 
and for everything over four hundred 


miles the fare will beoone cent a 
mile, 


Vicerty Utters Warning 


Reaction Against Authority Unlike'ty 
To Leave India Untouched 

Delhi. — In opening the legislative 
council, Lord Chelmsford, the viceroy 
said it was important that the pow- 
ers which had enabled the public 
peace to be maintained during — the 
war should be replaced by adequate 
substitutes. ‘The’ reaction against 
authority which had manifested itself 
in many parts of the world was un- 
likely to leave India untouched, The 
government, he added could not shut 
its eyes to the undoubted existence 
in India of definitely revolutionary 
organizations and it would fail in its 
duty if it were not prepared to deal 
with them. 

Special measures were clearly es- 
sential for maintenance of His 
Majesty’s government and the lives 
and ‘property of the citizens, He 
therefore commanded two bills with 
regard thereto for their carnest con- 
sideration,

Edmonton, Alta, — That a museum 
be established for* the preservation! 
and exhibition of the historical relics | 
and records pertaining to the early | 
development of Alberta, was the sug-| 
gestion made at a meeting of the Al-} 
berta Historical Society, which is 
about to be reorganized.

Cost of War Amazes Germans 
Amount Is 161,000,000,000 Marks Says 
Minister of Finance 
Weimar, — The German 
generally do not understand clearly 
the financial situation in which the 
war has left them, and they are too 
optimistic, declared Dr, Schiffer, the 
minister of finance, in an address to 
the German national assembly, Be 
apparently astonished the house when 
he gave the statistics to show that the 
war had cost 161,000,000,000 marks. 

Dr. Schiffer then asked that 
assembly vote a credit in the form 
of a loan for  25,300,000,000 marks, 
the greatest loan the Gernian people 
ever have been ced to raise. He 
explained that last October the gov- 
ernment stood on the verge of finan- 
cial exhaustion, It asked for a credit 
of 15,000,000,000 marks, but when this 
was refused raised’ it by means of 
bank note issues, The speaker was 
applauded when he remarked that 
truth and openness should be the 
basis of all politics and finance. 

The daily expenditure during the 
war, Dr, Schiffer added, ranged from 
49,000,000 marks in 1914 to 135,000,- 
000 in 1918. The minister explained 
that there had been a steady de- 
crease in expenditures since the sign- 
ing of the armistice. 

The iminister condemned the waste 
throughout the war and characterized 
the war finances as “a program of 
desperatiop.” He said that the sol-} 
diers’ and workmen’s councils since |

unjstly but unfortunately too many

Ignoring and failing 
to provide a remedy, will lead to 


trouble and invite disaster. 

Canada has not be confronted 
with great strikes suc swept over 
thé British Isles « ri irred in 


, but 


vals, 


many centres in the United State 
even these great industrial uphe 
which mean loss not only to both em- 
ployer and employce but to the nation 


at large, may result in Canada unless} 


great care is exercised and all classes 
in the community are prepared to 
adopt a “give and take” policy and 
meet each other in a spirit of concil- 
fjation prepared to accept fair and just 
compromises. 

Whatever may have been the atti- 
tude of capital and employers in the 
past, there can be little doubt that one 
of the outcomes of the Great War has 
been a recognition on their part that 
in the new order of things that must 
in future prevail, the man who toils 
with hand and brain, whose one great 
asset in the world of business is his 


strength and ability to work, must ‘re-| 


ceive adequate compensation, and 
must be accorded proper working 
conditions, including reasonable hours 
of labor, provision 
and old age, and better living: condi- 
tions for his family. 

These things the average employer 
of labor in Canada is ready to grant; 
in fact, only a negligible number of 
employers will be found who do not 
believe that these things are not only 
just and necessary, but thet they will

redound to his advantage as well as{ 


to th® advantage, comfort and wel- 
fare of the workers he employs. Prac- 
tically all emplgy ers are ready to treat 
their employees fairly, and are willing 
to meet with their employees and 
discuss all these problems with them 
All that is necessary is for the men, 
their own employees, to approach 
them in a spirit of co-operation and 
not in a spirit of antagonism,

1, The Spies Sent Out (13:17-20) 
Less than two years have 
the 


passed 


since Israclites were delivered 


from Egyptian bondage, They are 
now at Kadesh-Burnea, within sight 
of the promised land. Moses urges 
them to go in and take immediate 
possession (Deut. 1:21) but they fail 
because of their unbelief (Heb, 3:19), 

There was a threefold purpose in 
sending out the spies: (1) to see 
whether the land was God had 
told them (vy. 18); (2) to sce whether 
the people who dwelt there were 
strong or weak, few or many (v, 18); 
(3) to see whether the cities were 
made up of strongholds or tents (v. 
19). What folly! If God has spoken 
to question his word is simply un- 


belief. 


as 


: Commission Executed (13; 


1-25) 


They entered the land from the 
south and traversed it to its north- 
ern limits. They spent forty days in 
this investigating exploration, It is a 
sad commené upon human nature 
when men miist sped forty days in 
finding out the truthfulness of God's 
word. On their return from the north 
they gathered some specimens of the 
fruit of the land. Two of them, per- 
haps Caleb and Joshua, bore a cluster 
of grapes upon a staff between them 
as a witness that God had spoken the 
truth about the land, 

3. The Spies Rendered 
(13;26-33), 

On their return this committee of 
explorers rendered report to the 
whole congregation, It was not 
unanimous: 

1, The majority repfrt (y. 26-29). 
(1) “The‘land floweth with milk and 
honey” (vy. 27), As a proof of it they 
exhibited the fruit. They all bore 
witness that this was in accord 
with what God had said. (2) 
people who live there are strong” (vy. 
28), They seemed to stress this fact. 
unbelief dwells ma@nly’upon difficul- 
ties. (3) “The people live in walled 
s” (y. 28). They argued that it 
was impossible .to capture them in 
such sure defenses. (4) “The land 
was inhabited by giants” (vy. 28 cf. v. 
33). They saw themselves as grass- 
hoppers, Furthermore, they saw the 
people so distributed—the Amalekites 
in the south country, the Hittites, 
Jebusites and Amorites in the moun- 
tains and the Canaanites along the 
sea—that it was impossible to take 
them, This, no doubt, seemed rea- 
sonable from the human stde, but they 
displayed their folly in that they left 
God out of the question, The saine 
God who said to them, “Go, possess 
the land,” would go along to fight 
the battles, 

2. The minority report (vy, 30-33), 
In part, this report agrees with the 
first; it does not ignore the difficul- 
ties, nor dispute the facts, It denies 
the conclusion of the majority, They 
did not minimize the task before 
them, but asserted that with God's 
help they were well able to get pos- 
session of land, and urged immediate 
action., The ten had their eyes on 
the difficulties, but Caleb and Joshua 
fixed their eyes upon God, Caleb 
lived to see his suggestion made real. 
The. decisions of the majority are not 
always right. Just two men against 
many thousands, but the thousands 
were wrong and the two were right, 
it is not always true that the “voice 
of the people is the voice of God,” 

4, The Rebellion 
(14;1-38), 

This rebellion began by crying. 
Having left God out of the question 
they now weep and howl, This weep- 
ing and howling was followed by 
murmuring against Moses and Aaron, 
They even wished that they had died 
in the wilderness or in Egypt. God 
took them at their word; he sent 
them back to wander in the wilder- 
ness for thirty-eight years, during 
which time they all died except Caleb 
and Joshua, This was followed by a 
proposition to organize for the return 
to Egypt. They proposed to select a 
captain as their leader, The protest 
of Joshua and Caleb against this re- 
sulted in the proposition to stone 
them, At this point God interposed 
in their behalf.

After consulta- 
tion with the party léaders, however, 
the decision was changed, and orders 
were issued that the armistice be 
signed. = 

London, = The terms of the new 
military treaty to be imposed on Ger- 
many in lieu of the monthly armistice, 
and as a part of the final peace con- 
ditions will, according to the Daily 
Mail’s Paris correspondent, include in 
addition to the destruction of the fort- 
ifications of Heligoland and the Kiel 
Canal and the opening of the canal 
to traffic, the immediate surrender of 
certain warships which have not yet 
been given up, as required, and the 
conversion of the status of the Ger- 
man fleet in the Scapa Flow from that 
of internment to surrender,

ent adds, that these surrendered ships 
eventually will be destroyed, the idea 
of dividing them among the allies 
having been abandoned.

Archangel Front Quiet

greater than in the same months of 
1917, When the December figures are 
available they will show that the in- 
‘crease in expenses on the class 1 
roads during the year was at least 
$1,100,000,000, and when the figures 
for all roads are available they prob- 
ably will show a total increase in op- 
erating expenses of at least $1,250,- 
000,000, 

“The increases in expenses came 
so fast that contrary to his obvious’ 
expectations, Mr. McAdoo «»s oblig- 
ed to make large advances in both 
freight and passenger rates, These 
advances in rates yielded increased 
earnings of about $600,000,000 in the 
six months July-December, inclusive, 
during which they were in effect, The 
increase in expenses wiped out the 
$100,000,000 margin with which, as 
Mr. McAdoo told the senate com- 
mittee, he began; wiped out the $600- 
000,000 increase in earnings due 
advances in rates, and left the goy- 
ernment with a deficit of $200,000,000 
from the year’s operations, ’ 

Taking into account the increased 
earnings derived from the advances 
in rates and the deficit incurred, it 
will be seen that Mr. McAdoo mis- 
sed his guess as to the final outcome 
of the year by at least $800,000,000, 
As to the sage, Mr, Brookhart, from 
Iowa, when we add the reduction in 
operating expenses which he antici- 
pated to the advance in optrating ex-
